roads on wastefu l operating methods wou ld do 
well to ponder this fact: 
in 19 29 the rails ha n­ 
dled the heav iest freight in their history . If the 
u nit cost of operation had been the same in 
19 29 as in 19 20, it wou ld hav e cost the lines $1,- 
212,8 9 9 ,000 more to handle the 19 29 traffic than 
it actu ally cost. 
The railroads owe the pu blic a definite du ty . 
They m u st prov ide the safest, most adequ ate 
and most efficient transportation possible. They 
m u st sell the serv ice at the most reasonable cost 
consistent with a reasonable retu rn on the capi­ 
tal inv ested in their facilities. The railroads 
hav e discharged that du ty with absolu te scru pu ­ 
lou sness. They hav e broadened and bettered 
serv ice—they hav e increased freight and pas­ 
senger train speeds—they hav e lowered rates— 
they hav e redu ced accidents almost to the point 
of non-ex istence—they hav e and are carry ing on 
ex tensiv e 
research 
designed to prov ide 
still 
greater progress in these fields. 
In retu rn, the pu blic owes the railroads an 
ev en break in competing with other carriers— 
fairness to all, discrim ination against none. In­ 
stead of that we hav e perm itted other ty pes of 
carriers to operate with little or 
110 regu lation, 
granted them heav y su bsidies and tax ed them 
proportionately less. 
Fairness instead of fav oritism m eans more 
jobs, more pu rchasing power and a sou nder 
transportation sy stem. It m eans a long step to­ 
wards general economic recov ery . 


IS THE OLD HOMESTEAD DOOMED? 
In a recent address, Norman Thomas predicted 
tha t the nex t ten y ears will see this nation u nder 
either Socialist or Fascist ru le. 
Mr. Thomas said he abhorred the possibility of 
v iolence and rev olu tion and u rged a peacefu l 
drifting into Socialism. 
If it were possible, he 
said, he wou ld adv ocate immediate confiscation 
of all indu stry and bu siness and the v esting of 
title in the commonwealth. 
Howev er, with this 
so'difficu lt, he su ggested the plan of “com pensa­ 


tion plu s tax ation” for the commonwealth to fol­ 
low in assu ming ownership. 
Mr. Thom as’ opinion seems to be tha t ou r 
whole indu strial, agricu ltu ral, political and fi­ 
nancial sy stem is a failu re. 
He is opposed to 
profits from priv ate ownership of indu stry .-* He 
said his party , if giv en power, wou ld striv e to 
socialize banks, railroads, coal mines, power, and 
nex t wou ld monopolize all indu stry for the bene­ 
fit of the commonwealth. 
Tax es wou ld be re­ 
v ised—the inheritance tax being increased—and 
allowances made for farm ers to be allowed to 
abandon their titles to property w ith a gu aranty 
that they cou ld rem ain on property and work 
the farm . Commonwealth cou ncils wou ld direct 
the new enterprises and fu rnish m achinery and 
m aterials. 
It is pretty hard for American citizens to u n­ 
derstand 'that doctrine. 
The United States was established as the land 
of freedom and encou ragem ent of indiv idu al ini­ 
tiativ e and enterprise. 
It is difficu lt to conceiv e of an American farm ­ 
er, a “freeholder” being ready to tu rn his land 
in to the gov ernm ent for some allowances tha t 
m ight be made him, for the priv ilege of liv ing 
on the property and “working the farm ” for the 
commonwealth, as a “tenant.” 
Also it is diffi­ 
cu lt to imagine the American farm er, a free m an, 
taking his orders from com m onwealth cou ncils 
and hav ing m achinery and m aterials hau led ou t 
to him at the will of the cou ncil. 
At the present time the driv e for socialism is 
against the big indu stries, bu t the fact tha t the 
plan inclu des the farm and pu blic ownership of 
homes and the direction of the people by cou n­ 
cils which wou ld be nothing bu t a ru ling class 
u nder a different gu ise, shows the necessity for 
stu dy ing this situ ation carefu lly . 
You can’t hav e a nation half socialistic and 
half indiv idu alistic any more than y ou can hav e 
it half slav e and half free. If indu stry is social­ 
ized and its right to priv ate ownership denied, 
agricu ltu re will be socialized as su re as the su n 
rises and sets and the old homestead, which has 
been the rally ing point for family life and pa­ 
triotic ideals in America, will be destroy ed.

words, their feeling is kftown to 
be that Austria 
m ust 
not 
be 
merged into Germany . 
“ Anschluss,” 
they 
believ e, 
m ig ht produce another European 
war, a terrible disaster for hu­ 
manity . 
Besides, 
Austria, 
as it 
now 
stands, is a Catholic nation, with 
a Catholic 
gov ernment. 
If 
it 
merged with Germany it would 
become a prov ince of Protestant 
Berlin and Hitler’s policy toward 
the church already has produced 
difficulties between the Vatican 
and Germany . 
The relations between the Va­ 
tican 
and 
Austria 
are 
v ery 
friendly . Last summer the two 
powers signed a concordat. Lat­ 
er the pope conferred the Order 
of Christ on President 
Miklas, 
and the Order of Pius 
IX 
on 
Chancellor Dollfuss. He receiv ed 
the chancellor in a long, cordial 
audience. 
The pontiff sent a personal le­ 
gate, Cardinal La Fontaine, of 
Venice, to represent him at Vien­

deliv erance 
from the Turks in 168 3. 
Highly laudatory 
articles 
on
